Streaming Study: Cumulus and Westwood 
One recently released a survey (conducted by 
Nielsen) of listeners to AM/FM radio stations who 
stream online. According to the survey, streaming 
now represents 12% of the radio listening 
audience for persons aged 25-54, although the 
figure varies considerably by location — it’s over 
18% in the Philadelphia market but less than 4% 
in Las Vegas. Spoken-word stations (news/talk, 
sports, etc.) account for 19% of the total over-the- 
air audience but 36% of the streaming audience. 

Of particular note for DXers: 89% of the 
streaming audience is in the same local market as 
the broadcast audience. For more information 
about the study, click here.

2022 celebrates the 100th anniversary of the first true broadcast licenses in Canada. Although 


neither EKKO nor Bryant reception stamps were yet being issued, I opted for these three, which are

The month of May marks 100 years of Radio in the province of Alberta. Three radio stations with 
private commercial broadcasting licenses officially launched, two in Calgary and one in Edmonton. 
All three were operated by newspapers. Rather than Frequency, the dial position is shown as Metres, 
as were radios of the time and are shown below in the first column. That is how stations were first 
licensed in both Canada and the United States. 
400 CQCA AB Calgary - Calgary Daily Herald — 10 watts (749 kHz). The official launch was at 
8:30 p.m. on May 2, 1922, with an address by Calgary Board of Trade President, 
Frank Freeze. Testing began on the morning of April 28. The May 4 newspaper

Zz. 
identifies the station as “C.H.C.Q,” still on 400 metres. The CQCA call letters, initially 
used both on air and in the newspaper, belong to Portugal, not Canada. In August 
1922, the station was replaced by CFAC with a new 2 kilo-Watt transmitter on 430 
metres (697 kHz). The original 10-Watt transmitter was then moved to the new 
transmitter site and used as a backup. CFAC was the first private commercial license 
issued in Alberta, and the only one issued in Alberta in April 1922. The original 
licensee was George Melrose Bell but he never got the station on the air, focusing 
instead on his license for CKCK Regina and one or two others. 

AB Calgary — Calgary Albertan — (731 kHz). Officially launched at 9:00 p.m. on May 
18, 1922, with a speech by Calgary Mayor, S.H. Adams. Operated by W. W. Grant 
who built his own radio station, CFCN (now CKMxX), later that same year. He first 
built a radio station for the federal government radio station in High River, Alberta, 
in 1919. Last mention of CHBC in the Calgary Albertan newspaper was on May 2, 
1925, when CFCN and CHBC were sharing 440 meters.

On 7th April those transmissions were on 621 kHz, but only 
for one day. Starting 18th April TWR Ukrainian is on 1377 kHz 1845-1945. TWR Russian has also 
been added 1800-1900 via Radio Eli, Estonia 1035 kHz. [Mauno Ritola, ARC mv-eko] 

SPAIN: Since 3rd of April, Radio Inter, Madrid, on 918 kHz has switched off its MW transmitter. 
The company is facing serious financial issues and they have fired several workers and announced 
that they keep broadcasting on FM band only.

25 Years Ago — From the May 19, 1997 issue of DX News: With the new Congressional legislation 
coming into effect that requires the FCC to revoke the licenses of stations silent for more than one 
year, a large number of long-silent stations were reported as returning to the air, and a significant 
number also had their licenses cancelled and deleted.

As the '21-'22 DX season winds down, a shout out to Les Rayburn (an any others who may have 
been involved) in arranging for the DX Tests we had this season. As someone who, over the years, 
arranged for some 100 DX Tests on behalf of the NRC, I can attest to the difficulty in persuading 
someone at a radio station to get up in the middle of the night, drive down to the station, and run a 
DX Test, oftentimes in the bad weather we have in the winter. Back in the 70's and 80's, when I was 
able to arrange most of my DX Tests, every station was required to have a Chief Engineer, and a 
licensed engineer on site whenever the station was operating directional. Those were the people I 
contacted, and those were the ones that ran the Tests. Fortunately, many were hams that knew our 
hobby, or at least had an interest in how far their signal could be propagated. Over the years, the FCC 
relaxed its rules such that very few stations have technical people on site, and if they need engineering 
services, it is done by non-resident contact engineers. So, these days there really isn't the personnel 
or interest in running a DX Test that there used to be; thus, the ability to successfully persuade aa 
radio station to conduct a DX Test is a real challenge. Thanks again to those responsible for the Tests, 
and to those who listen and send reception reports. I hope everyone have a safe, COVID-free, fun 
spring and summer.

Here is Major League Baseball (MLB) flagship information for the 2022 season from my Internet 
searches. 

Many of the team web sites do not list the names of the announcers, and frequently when they do, 
the biographies mention information such as "For the 17th season ...", which does not tell me if the 
bio page has been updated for the current season. Please send me announcer information (and 
corrections), as some of the web pages either did not list the announcer names or were definitely from 
last season (and maybe did not change for this season, but I have no way of knowing). And 
sometimes I cannot determine if an announcer is on radio only, TV only, or both. 

http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/List_of current Major League Baseball broadcasters has 
broadcaster information, and that web site has been updated for the 2022 season (last modified on 23 
April 2022, at 21:24 (UTC). But some of the references date back to 2010. 

In some cases I was not sure that the network list was for the 2022 season, as many lists were 
undated. 

Note that if a station streams its broadcasts over the Internet, that the station cannot stream the 
baseball broadcasts because the Major League Baseball organization wants listeners to get a paid 
subscription via mlb.com. 

I did not find the 2022 network list for the San Francisco Giants (the 2021 list is online). And Iam 
not sure that I have all of the Spanish-language broadcasts listed.

The U.S. Senate passed a bill that would make the current time (Daylight Savings Time) permanent. 
This the time usually observed from March-November. 

This was tried briefly in the United States in the 1970s, but I wasn’t active in AM DX’ing back then. 
How might permanent DST affect DX’ing, especially in regards to sunrise/sunset listening?

It wouldn't, assuming you're willing to do your DXing an hour later by your local clock. 

The ionosphere doesn't recognize DST, and neither does the FCC. Station authorizations are 
written in standard time year-round and would stay that way. 

The only possible effect would be on pre-sunrise authority, which does recognize DST (insofar as 
PSRA starts at 6 AM local time). You might get an extra hour of PSRA operation in the winter.

Good points from Scott Fybush. But I am also thinking about the “human factors.” My normal day 
begins around 7AM when I leave for work, and often DX during the commute. During the Winter 
months, this puts me in the heart of sunrise DX’ing. I commute home after 5PM, often as late as 6PM 
or even later. During the Winter, it’s dark and I’ve missed any chance at sunset DX. 

(Obviously, most of us record with SDRs but I still enjoy those new catches on the car radio from 
time to time.) 

With permanent DST, my commute home would more likely fall in the middle of sunset DX’ing 
conditions. Big improvement for me. 

The extra hour of PSRA is not something I had thought of. 

DX Tests are limited from midnight until 6AM local time, regardless of DST. So for example, how 
would a DX Test in the Eastern Time Zone or Central Time Zone impact DX’ers in Europe or the West 
coast? 

Oooo....excellent point, EricF. Those automation malfunctions provide a lot of opportunities for 
new loggings. Fewer of them would hurt the chances for putting new ones in the log for sure.

Radio History Revisited 
We Interrupt This Program -— Part 1 
The Ohio River Flood of 1937

In our contemporary times with multiple all-news formatted radio stations as well as full-time 
news-oriented cable television channels such as CNN, FOX News, MSNBC and others, it’s hard to 
imagine an era when radio newscasts were appointment listening and ran perhaps only five to ten 
times a day. In addition, those broadcasts generally were either five minutes long (on the hour) or 
maybe fifteen minutes long in what we now call drive time—early morning and _ late 
afternoon/evening time slots. 

Those limited times were what you might call sacred. In my house, for example, there had to be 
absolute silence during the morning and especially the evening news broadcasts. There were several 
reasons for that. First, my memories of those times come from the immediate post-war years of the 
late 1940s and early 1950s. People still had concerns about the fragility of peace and the cost of 
recovering. Second, there was the new fear of the expansion of Russia and, to be truthful, a mistrust 
of Germany as it rose out of the war ruins. And third, within five years of the new, fragile peace, war 
broke out again, this time in Korea. 

Those events and others over the 100+ years of radio broadcasting have challenged stations to 
prioritize news and information especially in a time of crisis. 

In this and a subsequent Radio History Revisited article I will report on three especially important 
times of national or global crisis when radio jumped to the forefront with stellar coverage. Those 
times were the 1937 Ohio River flood, the assassination of President John F. Kennedy and the attacks 
of September 11, 2001. (While I vividly remember the latter two, I have also included the ’37 flood 
because of the outstanding and, at that time, unusually unique coverage of that event by WHAS, and 
the attention paid to it historically during the years that we lived in Louisville). 

The Ohio River flood of 1937 took place in late January and early February 1937. With damage 
stretching from Pittsburgh to Cairo, Illinois, 385 people died, one million people were left homeless 
and property losses reached $500 million ($8.723 billion when adjusted for inflation as of January 
2019). Federal and state resources were strained to aid recovery as the disaster occurred during the 
depths of the Great Depression and a few years after the beginning of the Dust Bowl. 

It is an event that continues to raise fears in the greater Louisville era even today when the Ohio 
starts inching up to flood stage. Old-timers who were still living when my wife and I lived in 
Louisville in the mid-1960s and later in the 70s and 80s could easily recount the fear and disruption 
of those terrible days. They would talk about people sitting on roofs, radio broadcasts which gave out 
calls directing rescue parties to locations where people were stranded, and the generosity of people 
away from the river and as far distant as Nashville and Indianapolis who offered housing, clothing, 
furniture and other goods to replace what was lost. 

Radio played an important role in the dissemination of information and redevelopment of the city. 
A handful of powerhouse radio stations, including WLW Cincinnati and WHAS Louisville, quickly 
switched to non-stop news coverage, transmitting commercial-free for weeks. 

The flood damage had doused most of the electricity in Louisville and rendered the police radio 
inoperable. With emergency responder’s radio suddenly gone the only method of contact between 
emergency agencies, rescue crews, desperate refugees and the outside world was the 50,000 watt, 
clear channel outlet, WHAS. Station executives made the unprecedented decision to abandon all 
commercial programs and broadcast only emergency announcements for the duration. The number 
of distress messages reaching the station had mushroomed into the thousands, arriving by telephone, 
telegraph, ham radio and simple word of mouth. The messages were frantically typed and edited in 
a cold, oil-lamp-lit office, then rushed to announcers waiting before the microphone, and broadcast 
by flickering gaslight. 

“Fire patrol boats operating south of Broadway are ordered immediately to Third and 
Breckinridge! All available boats are needed there at once!”...” Milk is needed for nine babies at 
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missing persons bureau at 1010 South Third Street...power boat, please deliver...Urgent!...“Fifty 
refugees must be moved immediately by boat from 1023 West Madison Street! This is imperative!” 

The emergency broadcasts continued, in an urgent manner for nearly 188 uninterrupted hours over 
WHAS alone. The station later estimated that 115,000 separate flood bulletins had been broadcast into 
remote areas via loudspeakers on trucks and even airplanes, and rebroadcast on other stations around 
the country and on the BBC in England. 

When it became obvious that the river would cut the electric power to radio station WHAS— thus 
cutting the last radio voice in Louisville—the rival clear channel station in Nashville, WSM, picked 
up WHAS's broadcast via telephone and broadcast emergency flood reports for three days for the 
lower Ohio River. Other stations across the country, including WLW in Cincinnati, did much the 
same. Those broadcasts consisted mostly of messages being relayed to rescue crews, as many civil 
agencies had no other means of communication.
